WASHINGTON'.—A BcnHatlon has been caused 


In ofllclal and social circles by the publicity Riven 
to the disclosure that tho Jealousy and sarcasm of 
Lady Susan Townley had a KOOI! deal to do with 
tho retirement from WashlnKton of Urltinh Am- 
bassador Sir Mortimer Durand. 


In tho'Innermost diplomatic circles the Lady 


Townley affair has been known and discussed for 
some time. Now that It Is in print the gossips 
aro talking more freely, without disclosing addi- 
tional Incidents of Interest, but confirming tho al- 
most Intolerable conditions which marked Sir 
Mortimer's brief sojourn at the capital. Several 
tauKlblc reasons aro given for his recall. 


Aside from the Influence of Lady Townley. 


which Is believed to have been considerable, In 
embarrassing the tenure of the ambassador, tho 


IJrltlsh government probably 'found It desirable, for political reasons, to placo 
In Washington some one moro In harmony with government olllclals hero and 
with the plans of the two governments to reach an agreement upon question* 
left open and unsolved by the Joint high commission. 


Secretary Root in addition to his great aspiration to promote relation* 


with Latin-America, desires to mark his administration of affairs of stato 
by a settlement of the Canadian questions. Sir Mortimer gave no enthusiastic 
support to tho proposition advanced by Secretary Hoot, and In which tho 
Canadians acquiesced, to submit the questions to representatives of Canada 
nnd tho United States, ono commissioner to bo appointed by each. 


Sir Mortimer has been an obstacle Instead ot a help In the negotiations. 


He has been retlcnnt nnd retiring. Ho was altogether out of harmony with 
his surroundings, nnd his government knew It. 


Aside from the Townley incident there was nothing more natural under 


tho circumstances than that tho British government, desirous of maintaining 
an equal footing with other nations at Washington, should want some ono 
here more In sympathy. Sir Mortlmer'n recall can bo placed to an accumula- 
tion of Incidents, political as well as social, which marked him not tho popu- 
lar diplomat his two Immediate predecessors were, and not as successful a 
rep re son tat I vo as the British government needs at Washington. 


Sir Mortimer hits written a new novel. Its title nnd general character 


nro known as yet only to a few personal friends, but It will soon bo published. 
Sir Mortimer already has a novel of English life. "Marlcn Provcryn," to hla 
credit as an author. It Is his purpose, following his approaching retirement 
from public life, to devote his tliim io literary pursuits, which ho enjoys, an* 
for which long service as a soldier, a Jurist and a diplomat has provided him 
much material. 


Although It is not generally known. Sir Mortimer Is a profound student 


In certain lines. Ho knows American history as fow Americans know it, and 
possesses a splendid military knowledge «f tho campaigns of tho civil war. 


NO NICHE IN SENATE FOR ROOSEVELT DUST.

Iloosuvelt as ono of tho vice presidents. 
The 


theory Is that each vice president shall be honored 
by having his bust In marble In tho senate cham- 
ber, where It Is possible to look down In solemn 
superintendence over the proceedings. When Mr. 
Roosevelt's bust Is finished the only vice president that will not bo repre- 
sented by one will be Vice President Fairbanks. His will bo executed later. 
Hut tho embarrassing feature of the matter Is that all the niches about tho 
galleries are now filled. 
There seems to be no place for the bust of Mr. 


Hoosovelt, except out In the corridor. 


In view of the well-known antagonism between the president and various 


elements In tlio senate some might calculate that It would bo n line rovengo 
to take on tho president for his habit of shaking the big stick at tho upper 
branch of congress to leave his bust out In the corridor and exclude It from 
the chamber. 


Just how the matter will bo settled It Is too early to guess. Tho com-
